2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
fails to teach or fairly suggest a portion of the non-inverting side line from an end of the non- 
inverting-side second capacitor to a cross-point between the non-inverting-side line and the 
signal line or to a vicinity of the cross-point, and a portion of the inverting -side line from an end 
of the inverting side second capacitor to a cross point between the inverting side line and the 
signal line or to a vicinity of the cross point, are positioned next to each other as called for in 
claim 3, wherein in one of the areas, which is a first area, the non-inverting-side first switch and 
the inverting-side first switch are provided, and in the other of the areas, which is a second area, 
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the non-inverting-side second switch and the inverting -side second switch are provided as called 
for in claim 5, an inverting signal line, crossing the one of the non-inverting-side lien and the 
inverting-side line, for receiving an inverting signal of a signal to be transmitted via the signal 
line as called for in claim 8. Therefore, claims 3-8 are presently allowed.
